The kind and extent of censorship of printed 
matter in the U.S. today is subjected to a 
sane, objective examination. Recognizing the 
general assumption that every adult should 
have freedom of choice to read, the author 
cites cases and movements in which action 
was taken to keep specific books or kinds 
of books from being available to readers and 
comments on the reasons for the action. Ad- 
vertising and the restrictions put on it are 
examined as are books in the areas of patriot- 
ism and treason, sex, religion, race, and crime 
and violence. The author observes in con- 
clusion that the right to read is not seriously 
limited by law but that curtailments come 
from pressure and prejudice.

(What’s your 
opinion series, no. 2) National Film Board of 
Canada. Distributor: McGraw-Hill. 1955. 8 
min. $50. 

When a farmer refuses to join a discussion group 
on foreign affairs because he believes such subjects 
should be left to the “experts,” several questions of 
importance for all communities and for individuals 
in all walks of life are opened up. What is the role 
of the “expert” in modern society? What about the 
responsibility of the citizen; can he make intelligent 
decisions or should it be left to the “expert”? How 
does the citizen become better informed? Several 
viewpoints are suggested. The film concludes with 
an open question, ‘“‘What’s your opinion?” This and 
the first film in the series “‘Community responsibil- 
ity” are highly recommended for use with discus- 
sion groups. 


A letter from Indonesia. Churchill-Wexler. 
Collaborator: Lester F. Beck. 1955. 16min. 
$75; color, $150. 

In a letter (which constitutes the film narration) 
a young Indonesian government worker, born and 
reared in Central Sumatra, writes to friends in the 
U.S. describing Indonesia as a nation: her geo- 
graphical location and size, her people, their mode 
of life, and their reliance on U.S. concepts of free- 
dom in their struggle for independence. Traditional 
arts and cultures of this new republic are adequate- 
ly covered. Concluding footage briefly reviews some 
of the current educational and social reforms now 
in effect in the country after 300 years of colonial 
rule. Usable with junior and senior high school 
groups, but also highly recommended for church 
or adult organizations interested in promoting in- 
ternational understanding or in perpetuating the 
finest of native tradition in the arts and music. A 
dearth of and need for films on Indonesia enhance 
the film’s value. 


Mahatma Gandhi. American Academy of 
Asian Studies. Distributor: Encyclopaedia 
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Britannica Films. 1955. 19min. $100. 

A historic film record of the career and activities 
of one of the great leaders of our times. Includes 
pr:celess footage taken when motion pictures were 
in their infancy. Gandhi is shown as the spiritual 
as well as the political leader and his philosophy 
and teachings are emphasized. The film ends with 
the funeral procession and the spreading of 
Gandh.’s ashes at the junction of the three great 
rivers of Inda. Not a great film, but certainly an 
important acquisition for college, university, and 
public libraries interested in problems of democ- 
racy, political science, and international under- 
standing. 


The Pilgrims. Encyclopaedia Britannica Films. 
1955. 22min. $.00. 

A dramatic and sincere portrayal of the relentless 
tides of conflict and religious persecution which 
brought the Pilgrims to the shores of the New 
World and re:ulted in the founding of the first 
English settlement in New England. Memorable 
sequences, filmed in England, include the May- 
flower sailing from Southampton with Captain Miles 
Standish aboard; the hardships at sea caused by 
one of the vessels being blown off course; the sight- 
ing of land after a terrible midwinter crossing; the 
Pi.grims’ bitier struggle to survive their first win- 
ter; their friendship with the Indians who teach 
them to sow crops, hunt, and fish; and the cele- 
bration of the first Thanksgiving. A multiple- 
purpose film which can be used profitably with 
American history classes on the junior or senior 
high school level or with patriotic organizations or 
historical societies. Excellent seasonal material.

Twenty trees important to New York State are 
identified and their characteristics explained as 
they grow through the cycle of the seasons of the 
year. The distribution of the trees throughout the 
state and conditions under which each thrives 
best are illustrated with the use of maps. Related 
material, less varied and more technical, is pro- 
vided in the National Film Board of Canada’s 
Colour of life (1954. 24min. $120; color, $200) 
which treats Canada’s many varieties of maple 
trees through the seasons of the year. Although 
a specialized subject confined to a limited geo- 
graphical area, Tree portraits provides much gen- 
eral information of interest to adult audiences.
